YUGOSLAV ACTING PERMREP MUJEZINOVIC DELIVERED TO

(S/12360) INFORMING THE SECURITY COUNCIL PRESIDENT THAT 
ON JULY 3 A BAND OF MERCENARIES IN THE PAY OF THE ALGERIAN 
REGIME AGAIN ATTACKED THE CAPITAL OF MAURITANIA, CAUSING 
CASUALTIES AMONG THE CIVILIAN POPULATION. HE ACCUSED 
ALGERIA OF USING STATE TERRORISM AS A MEANS OF BLACKMAIL, 
HELD ALGERIAN AUTHORITIES RESPONSIBLE FOR THE ATTACK ON 
THE MAURITANIAN AMBASSADOR TO PARIS, AND STATED THAT 
GOM RESERVES THE RIGHT TO TAKE WHATEVER MEASURES MAY BE 
NECESSARY AND IN PARTICULAR TO REQUEST, AT THE APPROPRIATE 
TIME, AN SC MEETING.
